With a cash balance of 
$26,000 the city has adopted 
a record budget to operate 
the city for the coming year. 
The ostlmated Income was 
set at $105,000 - $80,000 from 
property taxes and $15,000 
from business licenses. 

Estimated expenditures of 
$35,000 will cover the Sanit- 
ation Department and Public 
Works Department. The Sanit- 
ation Department (garbage 
collection) will expend $18, 
000 while the Public Works 
(drainage, streets, etc.) will 
figure for $17,000. 

A total of $25,000 is budget- 
ed for the Police Department. 
This amount, together with the 
$35,000 total for the Sanit- 
ation and Public Works De- 
partments and miscellaneous 
items bring the total to $122, 
500. 

This with a contingency fund 
of $9,400 brings the total to 
$131,900. 

Bond Issues for roads the 
proposed City Hall and other 
properties do not figure In 
the budget as they are handl- 
ed in a special fund account, 
not In the city's working bud- 
get. They will be included 
In the financial statement,

The report updates a slml- 
llar study made In 1957 and 
follows the pattern of earlier 
studies made In 1952 and 1955 

One of the most slgnlficlent 
portions of the report pertains 
to "Factors to be Considered 
In the Event of Merger." 

These Include additional an- 
nual costs to each system In 
case of a consolidation. 

The biggest Item, of course, 
Is salaries. According to the 
report, merger would cost the 
county system an additional 
$816,855 and the city system 
$970,342, a total of $1,787,197 
In the salary category. 

Generally, the county scale 
for teachers Is higher, but 
the city pays more for non- 
certlfled employees such as 



however, pays its maintenance 
personnel at a higher scale. 

The county anticipates Its 
building needs for the five- 
year period 1965-69 at 
$1,834,455 and an enrollment 
of 91,896 by 1970. The en- 
rollment total compares with 
the current figure of 63,148. 
TK-> Louisville system does 
1 K*u$i:Cft a mater! al increase 
lh its current figure of 49,268 
between this year and 1970. 
The city's current and anti- 
cipated capital outlays are 
being met by the special voted 
building tax now In effect. 

Another Item to be consider- 
ed, according to the report, Is 
the money received from. the 
federal government under. 
Public Law 874. 

This act provides that when a 
school system is deprived of 
taxable land or otherwise bur- 
dened by the presence of fed- 
eral activities, a partial reim- 
bursement is* extended by the 
federal government. 

The law specifies that Tf6r 
cent of the pupil population 
must come from homes of 
these government personnel. 
In a merged district, Jeffer- 
son County's figure of 3 per 
cent could not be maintained. 

Last year, the county rece-. 
lved $276,000 from this 
source.

Merger question 
off to definite defeat 

A vote now to determine the public's reaction 
toward merging the Louisville and Jeff erson County 
School systems will be a resounding defeat for 
merging. We believe It Is a very untimely move 
on part of both school boards to call for a vote 
at this time. 

The first Indication that merger can not be 
approved now Is the mixed opinions among the 
school board members over merging; they seem 
confused over the question and the public certainly 
Is. 

Though the vote, which ever way It goes. Isn't 
binding on the boards, the majority of the voters 
will not vote for something which has as many 
unanswered questions as this riddle over school 
problems. 

Merging may be the best ultimate solution 
or may permit a more efficient system in years 
ahead. But there is no indication that any one 
problem will be solved by merger now— and with- 
out very specific answers as to what merger will 
accomplish for the two school systems, the public 
will be reluctant to upset the present systems If 
for nothing more than fear that present problems 
will become compounded. 

The big question still is: where and when will 
the schools get the money the boards say they 
need, both for construction and teacher salaries? 
Until this question is answered there is little 
need to talk about merging. 

If a merger were to come, without the addit- 
ional revenue, the result could only mean lower- 
ing county teacher salaries, either to the level 
of city teachers, or at best an equalization of the 
salaries with present revenue— and still no solution 
to overcrowded schools. 

That the question of merging comes up at this 
time merely adds to the already confused school 
picture. 



Douglas Village 
indicative of trend 



More homes in large developments, properly 
controlled through planning and zoning, are to 
come to the east end, and where there are homes, 
there are people. Consequently, as the area de- 
velops more businesses ultimately come. 

Fiscal Court last week approved zoning of the , 
old Buechel farm, just west of Mlddletown on U. S. 
60, for a residential subdivision with homes, ap- 
artments, a small commercial center, and acre- 
age for churches and schools. That is Just one 
of many indications that the great growth of the 
Louisville area will take place here In the east 
end. 

Though many people whose hearts primarily 
are with the farm, are saddened to see the vast 
areas of farm land being converted Into subdivis- 
ions and commercial complexes, it is the Inexor- 
able course of the Individual changing the world 
In which he lives. It can be attributed to the com- 
petitive enterprise system, where business must 
look for most profit for the least investment. 

But the major factor is that we are experienc- 
ing a population explosion and people must have 
homes. The drive or initiative of man has moved 
him across imaginary boundaries for centuries, 
just as the white man moved from the eastern 
seaboard through the undeveloped west, even against 
savage attacks. Those were times when man either 
built crude shelter or did without. Or, he had 
plenty of room to move on if he felt a bit crowded. 

But in today's complex social and economic 
structure, where a man's privacy may be only 
a thin wall, or a screen of shrubbery, we must rely 
on government and its auxiliary units such as 
Planning and Zoning Commissions to protect one 
another's rights and at the same time allow order- 
ly growth through foresight, concerned with the 
health and happiness of all, both the living today 
and those to come. This Is among the functions 
of government, which must' be the mediator for 
the common good. That is why we have planning 
and zoning commissions, whose authority can be 
over ruled by the legislative branch, whose de- 
cisions still can be rejected by the courts. 

Hardly anyone ever objects to residential de- 
velopment. The strongest and most objectlonal 
aspects of building complexes come as a result of 
proposed commercial developments, which get the 
strictest attention, and are made to conform to 
rigid specifications. 

If growth is to be proper and orderly, however, 
we can not always decide against commercial 
enterprise simply because It is commercial or 
because it isn't needed. Generally, each case must 
be weighed on Its own merits. 

Though we may prefer being far removed from 
any commercial firms, whatever the category, and 
live in an area confined to residential use, we 
can and often do go to extremes In our demands 
for strictly residential zoning. Small business 
shops, stores, and professional offices can some- 
times be an asset rather than a disgrace. This 
Is one reason why small areas set aside fey com- 
mercial centers, properly controlled, may be in the 
best interest of all. 

Building developments such as the proposed 
Douglas Village, with 700-plus homes, and other 
related necessities, which have been properly auth- 
orized under strict regulations, can be an asset 
to the entire east end community. We hope the 
City-County Planning and Zoning Commission and 
Fiscal Court have acted in the best Interest and 
with foresight. 

Though residential subdivisions heretofore have 
been Just that, without commercial plots or de- 
velopments, Douglas Village is probably Just the 
beginning of many similar developments which we 
can expect In this area in months ahead. 

As this area still retains a vast amount of 
farm land which is attractive for homes, east 
' Is still in its Infancy, but

Postmaster John Humphrey urges 
co-operation of rural route patrons 



Postmaster John S. Humph- 
rey, Jr., this week appealed 
to postal customers on rural 
routes to help their rural car- : 
rlers make mall deliveries 
during bad winter weather. 

The Jefferson town post office 
has three rural routes, cover- 
ing the east and southeast 
areas. 

Humphrey said # thst at the 
same time he hope's all author- 
ities concerned with rural 
routes where snow and other 
bad weather hampers thecar- 
riers will continue to cooper- 
ate to help the mailmen get 
through. 

The postmaster listed these 
points of particular concern: 

1. Approaches to rural mall 
boxes must be kept open by 
customers. 

2. Obstructions to delivery 
of mall on rural routes should 
be removed or minimized to 
the fullest extent possible. 

Where rural boxes pose a 
problem, the carrier may 
leave form 4056, "Your Mail- 
box Needs Attention," a not- 
ice to keep box approaches 
clear by promptly removing 
all obstructions, including 
snow, which may make mall 
delivery difficult or impossi- 
ble. 

Unless approaches a r e 
cleared, it may be necessary 
temporarily withhold de- 
livery of mall, the postmast- 
er pointed out. 
Rural carriers are not re- 
linked to perform service on 
oot when roads cannot be 
traveled with the vehicles nor- 
mally used, but they are 
expected to make every rea- 
sonable effort to serve as 
many of their patrons as 
possible without physical ex- 
ertion or added financial cost,
